For the Balance. 
Nero, GALsa AND NyYMPHIDIUS. 
A Parallel from History. 


« Paucis Judicium aut reipublicae amor, multi, 
occulta spe, prout quis amicus vel cliens 4unc vel 


illum ambitiosis rumoribus destinabant.”’ 
Tac. 


Nero was lifted into power by artifice: 
Yet Nero was proclaimed emperor amidst 
the acclamations of the whole Roman peo- 
ple. The blind multitude, infatuated by 
their love of novelty, flocked tothe temples 
with thanksgivings and cried “ Long live 
the new emperor” before they knew whether 
he was likely to be a blessing or a curse to 
his country. Nerowas not without talents 
—but his, were talents of that anomalous 
cast which lift their possessor just above 
contempt without procuring him respect, 
and while they qualify him for mischief 
unfit him to be useful; talents that some- 
times provoke disgust, and sometimes de- 
testation. With more sagacity than judg- 
ment and more cunning than wisdom, he 
knew how to gain popularity, but not how 
to deserve it. 

Tle saw the enthusiasm that was kindled 
in his favor, and the rst acts of his admin- 
istration were calculated to fan it into a 
phrenzy. Demagogues always commence 
hypocrites. Nero began his reign with an 
ostentation of great regard to the memory 
of his predecessor—even went to his tomb 
—and in a funeral oration prenounced by 
himself, proposed to enrol him among the 
Gods*—that very firedecessor, says the 
historian, whom he had é¢fore reviled in 
the basest manner and whose measures he 
afierwards trampled under foot. His Jn- 
augural Sheech, was a master-piece of po- 
litical cunning. It met the wishes and re- 
ceived the applause of a// parties, for in 
that, he declared, that having been uncon- 


cerned in the civil commotions, he knew of 


no distinctions between the preofile. and came 
to the throne with a single eye to the wel- 
fare of his country. Altho’ he was sen- 
Sible that age and not merit had been re-

garded in preferring him to Britannicus, 
yet the senate might be assured that he 
had chosen for his model the great Augustus, 
who had left the commonwealth “ in the 
full tide of successful experiment.”* ‘The 
senate decreed him thanks—ay—ordered 
his speech to be engraved on a column of 
solid silver and to be annually rchearsed to 
the consuls.¢ But Nero did not stop with 
bare professions. The /igh salaries fixed 
by the Papian law were complained of; he 
actually reduced them three fourths.{ The 
factious had growled about offressive tax- 
es; he remitted two fifths of all the taxes 
upon slaves, and others he entirely took 
off.|| 

In short—there was no abuse—no pre- 
tended grievance, which he did not actually 
correct or redress. Such disinterested re- 
gard and love for the people had Nero! 
They were not ungrateful. He was hailed 
Father of his Country. The tide of his 
popularity rose to the highest swell.— 
Thanksgivings and festivals—statues and 
altars were decreed by the senate till adul- 
ation was exhausted in heaping honors up- 
on his name*{t 

But mark the sequel. Itis the sunny day 
that brings forth the adder. Patriotism, in 
Nero, was an exotic that could not take 
root. His prosperity wilted it, and un- 
masked his character. He knew that the 
stupid credulity of the people, when once 
enlisted on the side of a favourite, sancti- 
fies his very crimes. And being weary of 
constraint, he seized the moment, to let 
loose a host of foul and frivolous passions 
that had lain together and engendered, in 
his breast, until now they came forth a 
monstrous brood ! and made him at once 
odious and contemptible. His after life 
vas one continued scene of /olly, daseness, 
lewdness, impiety and extravagance. 

Notwithstanding he was married to an 
amiable and virtuous lady of the highest 
rank, his vulgar lust led him to an amour 
with ete his freedwoman—and in spite of 
all decency—in spite of universal abhor- 
rence an‘ contempt he took her to his bed |** 
Even his sycophants were shocked—but 
they dared not to remonstvate, lest, divert- 
ed from her, he should scize upon ladies 
of virtue and rank.** But even this pre- 
caution was ineffectual. No virtue, no 
rank, was secure from his ferocious pas- 
sions. The beawiful—the accomplished 
Poppoea Sabina, the wife of his most inti-

mate friend, he treacherously seduced and 
then adding cowardice to perfidy doughs 
his peace with an ignominious frrice.* 

In public life he was no less despicable. 
No sooner was he established on the throne, 
than he contrived to ruin the very ficraon, 
whose intrigue had lified him into power—not 
ofieniy—for this wasimpracticable. But by 
feigning a panic—by pretending that a con- 
spiracy was formed against his life anda 
revolution projected in the empire.t A 
project, says the historian, so absurd, that 
no one was stupid enough to believe it. 

He next drove from the government, e// 
the old and faithful officers who had devoted 
their tives to the public service. And for 
what reason? Merely because they with- 
held their applause from his vices and fol- 
lies.{ Vices and follies that wasted the 
public treasure and degraded the common- 
wealth. 

Their places he supplied with fiddlers, 
dancers and actors!|| Vagabonds without 
principle, without property, without cha- 
racter. But Nero was a patron of the /ri- 
volonsarts. lorhe himself was maecter of 
all the frivolous accomfilishments of his age, 
He was a dancer, a singer, a sculptor, a 
painter, a charioteer, a poet, a rhetori- 
cian, anactor, a fiddler, and (it would seem 
from the historianstt)a PHILOSOPHER. Nay 
—we have these proofs of it :—He project- 
ed a canal from the Lake Avernus to the 
mouth of the Tiber, a distance of more than 
one hundred and sixty miles, through a 
ridge of rocks, which was just as practica- 
ble as to make vessels sail in a dry sca— 
and ordered home all the convicts from Af- 
rica to assist in the enterprise.** ts at- 
tention however was soon diverted from 
this to another which promised equal ce- 
lebiity and greater profit. On being told 
by one Bassus, a vagrant adventurer, of a 
huge cavern in a distant and uninhabited 
country, which contained tiamense stores of 
cold (supposed to be the wealth of Queen 
Dido!) lying in massy heaps and towering 
in columns toa prodigious height. He sei- 
zed the bubble with ayidity—dargeined for 
the mine—and exhausted the public wealth 
in searching for what was not to be found. 
He cven made assignments on the the frrofte 
ertu,and addressed the senate on the value 
of the purchase. All eyes, and ears, and 
mouths were open. The Lmpcror could 
not be deceived. ‘he senate and vast num- 
bers of the people were gulicd. The whole 
rabble shouted his praise. Poems and ore- 
tions were made by his parasites at the next 
Quinguennial Games, in which it was said

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with admiration, that the carth was no lon- 
ser satisied with yielding only her usual 
bounties, but teemed in his reign with pro- 
ductions altogether new—cven with treas- 
ures already stored.* 

At another time, when the temple of Ja- 

nus was shut, and ome was at freace with 
ull the z20rld, to convince the people of the 
public prosperity, he ordered ¢w2 hundred 
shifts of corn, just arrived from Egypt, the 
public granary, to be sunk in the Tiber.t A 
iamine ensued as might have becn expect- 
ed—and while the citizens were starving in 
the streets, another ship arrived from the 
the Nile, laden (not with corn) but with 
sand, to smooth an arcna for Nero's experi- 
ments.¢ If any further proofs are required, 
the historian has assured us that he was 
sloven!y and indecent in his appearance||— 
Fond of wearing scarlet,** and usually went 
abroad in the seme dress that he wore at 
table—<his cout hanging loose about him, 
witha handkerchief swinging round kis neck 
and even without shoes.1¢ Unhappily for 
Rome however, philosophers, rhetoricians 
and fiddlers are not always the best rulers. 
‘They are too frequently men of frivolous 
passions, of narrow views and eccentric 
notions—men of unthinking prodigality— 
Sond of idle and untried experiments, which 
they pursue at the expence of the welfare 
and happiness of the nation. Such was 
Nero. He jound the public treasury full. 
He squandered seventeen millions in mad 
projects and left it empty.j{{ He found Rome 
in the heigth of firosperity ; by a public e- 
dict te shut up every shofi|!\| and thus para- 
lized trade and robbed the citizens of their 
bread. ShaliI mention his impcachments 
against the best men of Rome—men who 
were the pride and ornament of their coun- 
try ? Who has forgotten Pactus Thrasea, by 
whose death, says Tacitus, he hoped to ex- 
tirpate virtue itself.t}¢ I could dwell upon 
his impiety against the Gods. For he was 
an avowed despiser of ail religious wor- 
shif,|||\| and defied Jupiter the avenger, 
altho nature hersc!lf seemed to frown, al- 
though in his reign, comets blazed,(1) and the 
bun struggled under a total ecliase(\1) But I 
cannot longer descend to detail. ‘he peo- 
ple at length waked from their credulity. 
‘They had mistaken professions for princi- 
ple. ‘They saw and they felt that they had 
been deceived.(2) 

Nero now hoped by a timely retreat to 
save himself from “ the” public vengeance. 
Yes—after proscribing all merit and worth 
~<after bursting all the ties of nature and 
patriotism—aficr trampling upon. public 
decency and prostrating the national honor 
—after Ae hud brought Rome to the very door 
of destruciim, he hoped to escape the indig- 
nation of the people, by aneaking away into 
obscurity aud retirement. We stole off, says 
the historian, to Phaon’s Villa four miles 
from Rome, muffled up in an old cloak, 
Without even a shoe to his foot ; without a 
Sriend to aitend or pity hin, ov even an ene- 
my to relieve him by poison or the sword.

There, crawling into a hole, he lay down 
covered with guilt and remorse—Dewailing 
his miserable lot and breathing out this 
wretched, contemptible exclamation, ‘* Qua- 
lis Aritfex frereo.”’* 

Let us now look totheempire. Just be- 
Sore Nero’s fall, when it was foreseen that 
he must inevitably retreat, there appeared 
two competitors for the throne. MNMymphi- 
dius, Nero’s freedmant and old Galba who 
had for ycars been Governor of Spain.} 

Galba had arrived at that period of life 
when ambiticn is usually frozen along with 
the other passions. JZe was seventy two years 
old |} But he was prevailed upon (dy a 
youns man of head-strong ambition) to suf- 
fer himself to be proposed for the throne.(1) 
This was not however, until Gaul had de- 
clared against Nero, and the Profiraetor 
himself had called the emperor “ a fiitiful 
harpfier.”’(2) Old men are a/ways cautious : 
sometimes they arecunning. Lven then, old 
Galba did not come out ofenly. Altho’ the 
soldiers saluted him “ Emperor,” he still 
declared that he was only “ deutenant of the 
senate and pficofile of Rome.”’(3) Nay—He 
waited till the/ ast moment ; until the contest 
was «ctually decided, by the defeat of Nym- 
phidius, before he would assume the To- 
ga.(4) Nor was this all. He even tried to de- 
JSraud time. Fornotwithstanding he was so 
feeble and decrepit as to sink down under the 
weight of his own armour,(5) yet, when his 
looks were complimented as still florid and 
vigorous, he assumed a youthful air and re- 
plied in a short Greek verse, “ my strength 
as yet feels no decay.’’(6) 

With such craft—with so much simula- 
tion and dissimulation, had old Galba been 
a few ycars younger, he must not only have 
secured the empire to himself, but have 
left his favorite firm on the throne. But it 
was now his misfortune, to be implicitly 
governed by twa men, both of asfiring azsl 
profligate character, Titus Vinius and Cor- 
nelius Laco.(7) Men—equally obnoxious to 
all good citizens dy their arrogant and fierce 
ambition. 

Nymphidius, on the contrary, was ix the 
firime of life. He wasa Freedman of Nero: 
and by imitating the vices and follies of his 
master, had decn a great favorite at court. 
He was besides, on the sfrot, and Acla one of 
the first offices at Rome.(8) All these ad- 
vantages he possessed over his rival ; he im- 
proved them to the best purpose. He took 
advantage of old Galba’s absence, to court 
the senate. Gave expensive entertainments 
—flattered some with hopes of family ag- 
grandizement—and others with prospects 
of great power and wealth(%) Zhe senate 
were inclined to favor Nuymphicdtus. Yes, 
Nymphidius! who, in the better days of 
Rome, says Tacitus, could not have attained 
to the rank of a common centurion, now, by 
combining with the profligate and desperate, 
dared to aspire to the whole Roman em- 
pire.(10) But he still feared the influence 
of Galba—and was constrained 10 coujile 
their names togetier and pretend that he and 

Galba were in alliance and would share the 
gSovernment without dispute(11)

ay ymphidius would laugh at his gre 

aoe —_ wr unred Siceneniany acknowl 
ecging that * he was indeed an old man of 
mic and moderate sentiments” ——but sug. 
gesting at the same time, that « instead 
using his own judgment, he would be directed 
tt his adi titstration by those two miscreants 
4itue Vinius and Cornelius Laco,’’(4) Such 
was the state of the two great parties that 
distracted the Roman empire, when a third 
sprung up under Pirginiue Rufus, (a patriot 
worthy of the old republic) and held the 
balance of power.(5) All men of virtue and 
honesty-—all who sighed for the calamities 
of their country or wished for the return of 
liberty and social order. All who prefer. 
red the mild reign of laws to the spasms of 
faction, and the intemperate fury of civil 
commotions, flocked to the standard of Vir. 
givius. The whole of Germany, of Gaul 
and several other pirovinces declared for the 
fratriot party. 

Both Galéa and Nymphidius were alarm- 
ed. oth, in turn, made overtures toVirgin. 
tus,;and each firofiosed a coalilion.(6) But 
Virginius, considering both equally profi- 
gate and abandoned—equally regardless of 
the welfare of their country, and striving 
only for personal aggrandizement, rejected 
their proposals with scorn, and kept proudly 
aloof from the confiict. He and the patriots 
who were with him resolved, if it were pos- 
sible, to snatch their bleeding country from 
the unhallowed grasp of faction. But they 
would not basely compromise her rights 
and bargain with public robbers for a share 
in the plunder. They were engaged in a 
sacred cause. They would not pollute 
it, by leaguing with traitors against the 
public liberty ! No. Zhey would rather fer- 
i34.—Qui capit—ille sapit.

Taroh Rutsen V 
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Capt. Lelor, from Amsterdam, and pro- 
ceeded to Washington, with dispatches. 
Sixteen American vessels have recently 
been condemned at Paris. 

It was reported at Amsterdam, before 
Capt. Lelor sailed (August 18,) that Bona- 
parte was at the head of an army inarching 
towards Austria. 

On the 17th Sept. the America was 
boarded by the frigate Eurydice, 9 days 
from Lisbon, bound to Halifax, the board- 
ing officer of which informed, that Gen. 
Junot, and the French army under his 
command, had surrendered at Lisbon to 
the English and Portuguese patriots, which 
event had terminated the power of Bona- 
parte in the kingdom of Portugal ; and 
that the Russian flect in the Tagus had sur- 
rendered to the British forces, and had sail- 
ed for England.

Important —A Merchant of this city han- 
ded us this forenoon a letter from his cor- 
respondent at Cadiz, containing the follow- 
ing highly pleasing Intetligence—£v. Post. 

* Capiz, AuGusT 26, 1808. 

“ The British ships of war in this quarter, 
and particularly off here, have received or- 
ders from the Admiralty ¢o discharge all the 
American Seamen on board of their resfective 
vessels, and in consequetice a great many 
have obtained their discharge and come on 
shore here ; this you may state as a fact, as 
I can vouch for the truth of it, having con- 
versed with many of them since their liber- 
ation—this looks well. Our vessels nayi- 
gating in this quarter are treated politély by 
the English, and no obstacle is thrown in 
the way of our trade, which is admissible. 
This port being now open, al! neutrals are 
admitted toa free entry—the blockade is 
raised, and some cf the British menof war 
have quitted this station entirely. Lord 
Collingwood leaves here in afew days to 
proceed to Barceiona, in Catalonia, which 
place, after being for a long time in nosses- 
sion of the French, is at length said to be 
entirely clearofthem. It is computed that 
the French have already lost in this country 
an hundred thousand men in killed and pris- 
oners. In all the actions with the French 
the Spaniards have behaved with great 
callantry, and they begin to find that their 
enemies are not invincible, yet it is said 
they are some of those soldiers who con- 
cnered at Marengo. Anusterlitz, and Jena. 
Vhe Spaniards have manifested their ceter- 
mination to conquer or die, and if they per- 
sist in this determination | really think the 
result will be favourable to their cause. 
The revolution in this country will proba- 
bly influence the conduct of our govern- 
ment in a greateror less desrce. The 
success of Spain England cannot but parti- 
cipate in—that Government has seconded 
the views of this people and espoused their 
cause with that accustomed zeal peculiar 
tothem. The Minorca British brig of war 


svived here 10 days since with the British 


Consul, Mr. Duffy who brought out upwards ° 


of a million of doliars for this Government, 
asaloan. Our mutual friend, Mr. . 
Will probably detail to you some account of 
the military transactions in this country, 
und particularly the almost unexampled 
and obstinate defence of Seragossa a city of 
drreeen, by the inhabitants of that rich 














city and province ; these brave and loyal 
people deserve to be classed with the band 
of Leontdas who so bravely defended the 
pass of ‘Thermopylae. After repeated at- 
tacks on this devoted city, by the flower of 
the French army, the 4rragonese succeed- 
ed in driving them entirely out. The car- 
nage has been dreadful; even the women 
there have shared in all the vicissitudes of 
the soldier’s life, and have fought with an 
enthusiasm which nothing but a conscious- 
ness of the justness of their cause and a 
love of their country could have inspired— 
more than 1500 of these females have been 
killed fighting in the ranks in the different 
attacks.” 


Further important particulars from Spain. 


We learn from an intelligent Spanish 
gentleman of the first respectability, who 
came passenger in the ship Camillus, ar- 
rived here yesterday, that the news of Du- 
pont’s surrender to the arms of the Patri- 
ots of Spain was received in Madrid on the 
27th of July, and that king Joseph with 
his army left that city on the $9th, three 
days after, carrying with them a few mil- 
lions of dollars which they found in the 
treasury and bank of St. Charles ;—that 
the illustrious Duke du Infantado, who ac- 
companied Joseph from Bayonne, had sep- 
arated from him, and was at Valladolid a- 
mong the patriots raising a respectable ar- 
my ; that on the 6th of August Gen. Blake, 
at the head of his army consisting of nine- 
ty thousand men, arrived at Astorga from 
Gallacia, on his way to Burgos ;—that gen. 
Cerbellon, who is commander in chief of 
the army of Valencia, entered Madrid on 
the Sd of August with five thousand men, 
and restored tranquility to the city, and hap- 
piness to its inhabitants. 

[.xtract of a letter from a very respectable Amer- 
ican Gentleman, in Gibraltar, to his friend in 
thiscity, dated August Ilth, received per ship 
Camilla, from Cadiz. 

“ We yesterday received the news of 
the surrender of the whole French army, 
under gen. Junot, at Lisbon, to the British 
forces.—Junot himself a prisoner to the 
Portuguese and Spaniards. He had at- 
tempted to make his escape from his ar- 
my. Five thousand French troops, in two 
bodies, that were marching to the relief of 
Junot, have becn totally cut to pieces by 
the Spaniards, not even one individual es- 
caped. 

* Joseph Ist. (as heis ivonically called) 
has fled from Madrid having first given the 
place up to pillage to his soldiefs, and is 
supposed to have gone to Catalonia, or more 
probably to Barcelona, of which place the 
French have possession.

Saragossa has made itself! imorortal by 
its resistance against thiricen attacks of 
the flower of the French army, command- 
ed by one of its celebrated chiefs. Sara- 
gossa is defended by a trifling wall, more 
intended to check smugglers than for a de- 
tence. In the last attack, no longer able 
to withstand the impetuous afdours of the 
French tvoops, they let them into the city ; 
and when about eight thousand had advane- 
ed a considerable distance, fire was pit to 














trains of powder leading to mines placed 
under the streets where the French troops 
were niarching, and above 6000 were de- 
stroyed. More than one thousand women 
fell fighting, and the inhabitants came to a 
determivation to set fire tothe whole town 
rather than give it up tothe French. Af 
ter the last attack the few remaining troops 
fled ; and we are assured that the province 
of Aragon is thus cleared of Frenchmen. 

* Joseph Bonaparte is at Burgos, having 
evacuated Madrid. We hear this day con- 
fidently that he had begun his march to- 
wards France; but that, all Biscay being 
in arms, he has been obliged to return to 
Burgos, where he will be very shortly sur- 
rounded, and if he does not take care made 
prisoner. 


Bostci, Oct. 3. 

The ship United States,. capt. Harding, 
has this moment arrived in this port from 
Cadiz, which place she left the 23d Au- 
Pust. 

It was reported for fact, that the Italians 
arid Austrians had declared war against 
France, and that some actions had taken 
place between them. No important news 
from Portugal bad reached Cadiz, but it 
was expected the British expedition had 
commenced their operations against Lis- 
bon, and news to that effect was hourly ex- 
pected. Lord Collingwood, with 5 sail of 
the line and frigates, were still off Cadiz, 
but was said to be bound up the Mediterra- 
nean in a few days, probably not until the 
result of the operations against Lisbon is 
known. The l'rench gen. Dupont, and all 
his army, were in and about Cadiz, (say on 
the Islind of St. Peters,) with those that 
belonged to the French fleet, surrendered 
to the Spaniards. ‘Transports were prepar- 
ing to carry them to France. Gen. Du- 
pont had been put in close confinement, in 
consequetice of his trying to obtain infor- 
mation of the present situation of Spain, 
the affection of the people towards the pre- 
sent government, &e. for fear of his having 
any communication with Frenchmen that 
were at liberty. In Cadiz, some symptoms 
of mecting had been discovered among the 
Frenchmen ; and the gorernor of Cadiz 
had ordered all the inhabitants to take their 
arins home to their private houses. 

Spaio was clear of French troops, and Madrid is 
in possession of the Spaniards. Letters were re- 
ceived in Cadiz, feom Mr. Erving, at Madrid, but 
did not conta any important news. Capt Har- 
ding, has brought dispatches from Mr. Erving to 
our Secretary of Srate, said to be important. 

Sept. 6 —The Unined States, close in with Sr. 
Michaels, was boarded from the British frigate Eu- 
rydice, 5 days from Lisbon, for Halifax, treated 
politely, and informed that the British took pos- 
session of I.isbon, the 29th or SOth of August; 
and that the French army, (17,(00) had surrender- 
ed to the Srrish, after a severe action of 2 davs; 
that abort 1900 British were killed, and 2 or 5000 
Freach, and a great number wounded ;—and, that 
the Russian fleet had capitulated, and was to be 
sent to England. The Eurydice wes direct from 
Enziand, with convey of Lisbon, dd not enter 
the Tagus, and was only off there one day.
